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a Uind: New Testament im his hard = {Je icad tle roth el rpter of 
Luce very miccly which J explamed to hin The young Rana was 
pleased, and aftcr asking us if all om men had then food supplied to 
them, he went and after a little whic sent us provisions enough for my 
22 men, who weie ve y thankful indeed, and also for me a fowl, iice, 
sugar, &c The supply was continued to us for the three days that 
we slayed im that village. : 

The Pundit who is also the Cnglish teacher to the Rana’s sons; 
then came to sce us and had a long conversition with us Though a 
native of the hills he was biought up in a school at Benares and could 
speak English pretty fluently I found on cnquny that he had read the 
Bible when he was a boy but that he had foi,otten what he leant ind 
his aot.on of Chust ant y wag thi if was a religion of mora ity even as 
Tinduism ot any othe religion f tued to explain to him bniefly the 
substance of ow most ho faith, and that at supphes the real need of 
man, wz, the pardon of sin and reconciliwion with God thiough Jesus 
Christ His Son and santification of the soul which no religion in the 
world can provide fo. sinners [Je then said he would call again in the 
morning with the Rana Sahib and hear more on the subject, 


6th D ember 


The Pundit called to sec us in the motning with one of his fiends, 
I entered into conveisation with them on the power and wi lingness of 
our Lond Jesus Christ to save sinners and on the necessily of accepting 
Thm as a Mediaton between God and man They head me attentively, 
asked a few questions which 1 answered, and then the Pundit invited me 
to see his house I followed him and was very pleased to sce his 
beautiful sitting-1oom well furnished with chans, tables, bookshelves, 
a carpet on the floor and pictues hanging on the walls My attention 
was directed to his books and I observed that he had, besides many 
school booxcs in Cnghish such as history, geography, giammat, Shakes- 
peare, &c, a large number of noyels and only one book on Chris- 
tiamty, also a few books on the [lin Joo rel gion in Sansent and Ilindu, 
T remarked that his small hbrary of books was not complete, because he 
had no Bible in it, and while I was speaking to him on the exccllency 
of the Bible, one came and informed us that the Rana Sahib had come 
to see me in my tent We theiefore hastened down to 1eceive him. 

The Rana, an eldct y man, with his pnest and attendants about 30 
people, was waiting for me neat my tent I received him gladly 
fle had heard that I had visited England twice, he therefore desired 
me to give him a cescuption of the countiy and its people. I then 
told him some of the wonders of England and Scotland and of the 
greatest wonder that the true Chistian people of that country are en- 
Lightenu g the waole woud by te light of the Gospel they have receive 
ed The Rana and all his people hstened with maiked attention. I 
went on speaking on the power of the Gospel, and that Jesus Chist 1s 
the only Savioui of the whole wold The putest who came with the 
Rana then repeated a few veises from the Vedas, and tied to shew that 
the Hindoo religion, if stiictly obseived, 1s quite sufficient to save all 
Hindoos Upon which I, without entemg into the ments of the Eamdoo 
religion he was speaking of, but takiig foi granted thal the real Hindoo 
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religion was the woiship of one oly God and kee ng Ths command- 
ment, laid emphasis on the words used sy hint “i stuctly orscvec ” 
and pomted out to hin that Tindooist1 has no power to save a sinner 
because of the utter mibiltty of any human be ng, who 15 natwally de- 
ptaved and couupt, to keep he con nanc me its of God a7 to ¢ eaise his 
own heatl I then read to him Rom vin 3 “ Vor whit the law could not 
do, in that it was wets thong. the flesh, God send’ng Ifis cwn Son in 
the Jikeness of sinfu flesh, and for syn, cond 2mned sin in the fles2? 

The pruest then citcd reve al Sanse at verses one afte another 
shewing that sins may be pa done oy re cating the name of Rana, by 
bathing in the Ganges by p g1ua,e to [fa dwat, by wo shipping gods 
and goddesses &ce I proved to lin one by one, to the sitisfaction of 
the Rana and al the audience, that none of the neais mentionad by 
him can cxpiate sin or cleanse t1¢ corrupt heart of min, and cxplaim od 
the means God has provid:d for swing tle human iace and for clean 
sing then heart ‘Lhe Rana then toox Jeave of 13 

In the daytime we visited fiom house to house in the vi lage aid 
preachec the Gospel to as many as we founc both men and women. 
In the evening many people came to see us in our (ent and we spoke to 
them, warning them to flee from the wrath lo come 


th December. 


In the morning we visited the sever temples that are 11 the vi age 
and spoke to the priests and the people on Lic love of God in giving 
Ilis only begotten Son to save us In one of the temples, that of 
Mahadeva, we found a devatee almost naked, having his body be- 
smeared with ashes. We ontered silo conversaion with him, He 
wanted to make us believe that he was a viituous mai and a special 
favoute of Maiadeva, by shewing us 1 seat o1 a form studded witr 
upiight nails on which he sleeps by divine power, without any injuy to 
his body We told lnm that thera was no d ving power in that, but it 
was simply by long pract co that his shin bac become s0 hard as to cn. 
due the pomted nals that the vody of munis ¢ipaole of enduuig such 
things by practice We tued to coivince him that he was a simner im 
the sight of Gor oven ag any olher man, aid Uhit unless he accepted the 
fee patdon and salvatioa offered by the Son of God, Jesus Christ, le 
would perish; he Licn humbled himself and confissed to us that 1€ was 
his profession to oblan a lyehhood, We admonished him and then 
left the temple, 

There 18 a jail 10 that village and we saw five ot six pusoners in It. 
Being very near to the place where our tent was pitched these men and 
then guaid used to hear our preaching and sing ng very attentive y 
We took an opporte nity to speak lo them) = We asced the guard of the 
lespective cumes for which they were imprisoned and then told them 
that they were prrsoners thuie oi) for a tinc, ow tiey aad atl mea, lich 
01 pool, were prisoners n Saiay’s jul, All aio bound by non chams of 
sin idolatry, caste and supeigtit on and if not saved by the Son of God 
now, will soonct or later be cast into evenlasting ptn shmentia hell As 
I was descibing to them the chains of Satin, a laige number of people 
assembled I then explamed to all, how the Son of God came down 
from heaven to redeem us and to deliver us fiom our bondage All ac« 
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knowledged with one accoid the tuth of what T sud and prused God 
by repeating ‘dhunya, ‘dhunya’ (blessed, blessed) May the Lord 
bless the words spoken this day. 


B¢h December. 


We again this day visited from house to house, and at mght at the 
request of the Rana and his sons we exlnbited the magic-lantein at his 
house. The Rana’s houschold and many of hus people were assembled: 
We shewed and explaimed to them many of the views of the Old and 
New Testament We also shewed a few comic picts to interest the 
childien All the people were much pleased 


gth December, 


The next morning the Rana sent vs, through h’s Pund't, a present of 
Rupees 21 which I at first dechied to icceive, but the Rana himself 
came to take leave of us, and pressed us to receive his present which I 
did as his donation towards our Sc 100! Building Fund 

We left Kair at about 11 A M with gratitude to God, greatly en- 
couraged by the hospitality and kindness shewn to us by the people, 
especially at the thought that om message was understood and received 
by them, though we cannot say who, among the people, will tiuly be 
bronght to the light of the Gospel 


Bus imipura 


We Jeft Kair at 11 A, M andicached Busuntpura at 5 p Mm. We 
admired the beautiful scenery most part of our way éspecially at Naldca, 
where Lord Lytton had his camp for some time, but the whole way was 
solitary, we found only one o1 two wen and women now and then to 
speak to When we reached the place fiom which the descent to 
Busuntpura begins, our coolies and followeis rested for half an hou, wo 
sang hymns and had conversation with a few travellers that were coming 
towards Simla Here we had tle first view of the village Busuntpura 
and of the i1vei Sutlej = Busuntpwa means Sping house or city and this 
name 1s given to the village, becatse 1t 1s the summer iesidence of the 
Rana of Bhaji The beautiful village full of g cen tices and pretty httle 
houses has a charming view from the top of the hill whore we were 1est. 
ing We descended lower and lower down for an hour to reach the 
village 

On ow arrival at the vi lage the first place we saw was the large tem- 
ple of the goddess Kal, smrounded by about tlurty very laige and bushy 
trees which were covered with monkeys ‘The temple was in a imned 
condition Wetested for awmle undei a tiee, ull all our men with 
the tent, &c arnyed ‘The priest and some of the people came out to see 
us We told them the object of 2m visit and made soveral enquiics 
regarding the temple, the villag2, and its inhabitants, then temporal 
condition, &c and then explained to them their sad spuitual condition 
in the sight of Go , and informed them buefly the message of salvation 
which our Tleayenly Father has sent The priest confessed that the 
goddess Kali has no power to save them and so did the people They 
pointed out a su table place to pitch our tent in and wont away with the 
promise that they would come again at night to hear us, 
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At about 9 P M when we had finished om di mei and wete resting, 
fully prepaied to itceive the prople and pieach to ticm, they began 
to come in, Ou small tenl-wis quite peuked with the vi lagers, 
chiefly men, and many were 5 tt ng ontsde (fortunucly the place was 
not so cold ag Simla). We sing hymns and priyed—cspeer y for our 
hearcis and all the village peo, ¢ They never before had heud o1 
seen such things I then preached fiom Ture xix“ I'he Son of manis 
eome to seck and save that which was lost” I have never sccn moie 
attentive hearcis—eve y now and then they were assentung to the tuth 
and repealing ‘dhiunya, dhunyv (blessed, blessed). Alter the service 
was over, @ pundit pul us several questions which we answered = It 
was neuly x o'clock, but the people were s0 mleiested that they 
would not leave us At about +2 all but two Icft us with a promise to see 
us again in the momig = ‘The two who remaimed behind stayed with us 
for an hous dur ger, ane we bac fultuer cot versauun with cium They 
sud, that they weie deeply impressed with the truth of the message 
which had just becn dchvercd to them ficm the woid of God They 
promised to visit us at Simla if they have an opportunity 


10/h December 


We left Busunipura at about 9 in the moining, but before leaving, 
the two men, with whom we had catnest conversation on the previous 
evening, came to visit us and bid us firewell Scveral others of the vil- 
lagers also came and we reminded them of what they had head fiom us 
the previous might and alter singing and piayci we left the place, 


Bhup, 


Area 96 square miles — Population 19,000 ‘In going to Bhyyi o1 to 
its capital Sumt where the Rana lives, we had to tiavel along the bani 
of the Swiey, and on out way we visucd two o1 taice vu ages and 
peached the Gospel We reached Sum at about § Pp wt and were 
dnected to go shaight to tho bungalow sel apa t for Luropean tiavellers 
which 1s conveniently situated ata short d stance fiom the bizar it has 
a nice little enclosme with a cactus hor ge in fiont, but the bunga ow 
itself wag not ma habilable coxultion We, however, tued our best 10 
make it comfoitabe, pitching ou tent im fiont of it and usmg 
the bungaluw for the residence of our servants and coohes ‘Lhe 
Rana people very kindly supphed us with fucwood, &e and to as many 
ag came to see us, we declaicd the object of our vist and tivited them 
to come to hcvat the message, which ths Ileavenly Father had sent 
for them 

11th December, 


Next morning we went to tie bazar and preached the Gospel to a 
large number of people Ow colpoiteur went from shop to shop wd 
sold a few tracts After we rctumned, the Ranis people came and in. 
formed us that the Rana would be glad 1o see us at Is house in the 
evening. Some of the Banias, the puests, and many villagers, also a 
large number of boys and young men came to us to hear the Gospel and 
to take out fiacts and books We were engaged the whole day m 
speaking to the people on the welfare of them immortal souls and in 
selling and distributing ou books 
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In the evening I weit to sce the Rana as was ananged before, 
This men were sent lo take me On artial at is house, I found the 
Rana seated m a beautiful place im a flowei-gaiden in company with 
his pundit, priest and other comets. Tle received me very coutcously 
and after a few complimentary words, he asked mo if I was the vert ole 
Mi Goolza Shah whose lectwie on lis visit to Lugland was translated 
and published im the Uidu Jangiig2 On my icply1g in the affirmative, 
he asked me many questions about England, and the Cnghsh people, 
and was delighted with the acccunt I gave hm  Afte’ conveising 
on these subsidiary matters, I told him that my object in visit ng 
Bhan was to deliver to us people the message of rcconcihalion * God 
was in Chiist reconciling the world to himself, not imputing thei tires. 
passes to them.’ I spake of our tm by the fal, om redemption in 
Chnist Jesus, and om iegene auon by the Hoy Spmt Tae purcic 
asked us many questions 1especting the vatious means 1acu ced mn the 
Iindu Shasteis for obtaming salvation, I answered all h $ questions 
and explamed that there was no salvation in any but Jesus “ For 
there 1g none other name unde heaven given among men wheic- 
by we must be saved’ The Rana who was listenmg very attentively 
and who, I beheve, is an adm ter of Biahmaism, said ‘ Can we not be 
saved if we believe in one God?’ I shewed him that God 15 a just God, 
and can forgive sin only ina way of 1ightcousnoss, and that an atone. 
ment has been made by the Son of God,who took upon Himself om natuie 
and died on the cross for our salvation, and rose from the dead and 
ever lives to make intercession far us At the time of parting we 
presented the Rana with a copy of the IJindu New Testament ind a few 
tracts and gospels to the people that were picsent The Ranv then 
ordered his men to supply provisions for myself and all my followers 
dung the t.me ve stayed at San. At mght afaw peop came to vs 
and we had long conversation with them iespecting the tiuth of 
Chnstianity 


rath Dembs 


Next morning we went to the iver side near the lage Lemple, 
This temple on the baik of the Sut ey 13 an ancient edifice but 1s kept 
in good oider We were told that a mea is hed at that p ice every 
year when a very laige c owd of people assemble there We had some 
nteresting conversalio? witi the priest. Tfe at first t1 ed to defend 
dolatiy but he had to give up his point and yet the fact remains that 
though idolatty 1s wholly mdefenstble, the sacifice of animals has 
been oidained from time immemcnal, the blood of bulls and goats 
indeed cannot tase away sin but the blood of Jesus Chiist as ‘the 
Lamb of God’ cleanses all believers from the domimion and love of 
sia The b aamim “as pleased in conversation wii us and promised 
to come to us at night, 

The scenery nea the temple ts ically g and and imposing, calcu- 
Jated to solemmze the mind, and the stil ness of the place, together 
with the solemn sound of the rapid scam of the Sutley, disposes the 
mind to contemplation Here my audience was very attentive, and 
consisted of woishippers at the temple, the women who came to diaw 
watet from the pellucid stream and those who we1e about to cross over to 
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the othe: side by means of Icathein floats made of buflalo skiis like 
MHESSHEAS. 

In the day we visited almost every shop and every house, and had 
to give medicine to a few sick people, ‘The Rani sent word to us asking 
us to exhibit the mag clante n at mig, ont the anangemcent fel 
thiouga begatse some vaul came lo visit the Rana in the evening on 
gome important bus ness Many people, however, came with ue 
expectation of sccing the magic lantein to whon we picached the 
Gospel 

13th December 


In the momimg we had mavy boys wlo cume to us fot books, a 
few guils also and some of then parents Thue sno proper school at 
Sunt vue a pia mut ,00r0u teaches a iew buys, espe y of vic Bantes 
of the place, We gave away seve al litte pic me boos in Landi and 
sold some, and asced tte patents to send af possible then ¢uldien to 
ou boarding-school at Simla 

In the aftcinoon we set out to see the Sulphur Springs, which are 
about thiee miles west of the bungalow My) iampan coolics (ILlindoos) 
were vely cager to take mo thee, because they had a great desue to 
bathe in the springs, wach they considciee mettouous When wo 
arnved nea the plice, we found trat ut was necessary for us to cross Lhe 
nver by mcans of Ieaticin boats because the sulp ium spr ngs lic on the 
noith sule of the Sudley Whe boatmen and then buffalo slins were 
ready to paddle us down the sticam, but they agrecd to tase on y thiee on 
fom of us to the other sic, becuuso, it was bile, newly § 0 clock, and ab 
would take a long time to cany us all over We therefore lelt ow 
jhampan and coolics at the ghat and four of us crossed the uver 
‘After a few ups anc downs “ad saum.bcos urongst the pebb.cs we 
anuived atthe spungs ‘Lhe Srmér Avgus descubes these spiings as fol- 
lows — 

“The water is very clen and sparkling in the spungs but very hot 
im one, and only just wat nm the next; but the g eatest beauty of this 
spot, Where the springs are, lies in the lovely and beaut u ly tinted pob 
bles which stud the sho ¢ and he embedded n silver sind © It 16 nc eed 
someting to thiac of mater yeuts, that bright river with its snowy 
splay toaing and dishing through Cmaay a silver water break? and 
buhed im golden sunl ght; and ct the pretty vallsy as stt lan heathen 
daiknoss, ils lovely rier tices 100 often lend a shade to some 
hideous black idol, with blood thi sty expicsston aid al-sl apea limbs,” 

We preached fo tho few people that we met with at the spungs and 
tried Lo remove Lhcir superstition that bathing m these springs lists way 
then sins, We poiled out to them the ¢ ue fcuntur opencd to all for 
an and for unughteousness even the blood of Justs tie Son of God 
which “cleanseth us fiom all sins” We crossed the iver again and ro~ 
tuned to our coolies who were wailing for us They expressed their 
disappointment very much, because they cou d not civss oyer to batho, 
bul we pointed out to them that the hot spungs had no cilicacy what. 
ever In cleansing sin, then they apperred satisfied that then souts would 
oe have been any better for the bath, We came to the bungalow at 
night, 
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14th Dicember 

We left Suni at about 9 A x and proposed to go to Dhanun, 

On ou way fiom Bhay to Dhami we visited five vil ages, mone of 
these villages we went mto a temp e, the puest of the temple accosted 
us, and we explained our messige We assed the priest if Lhe idol god- 
dess m the temple ever spoke to him, he candidly confessed that the 
idol never spoke but as a puest he got his living by catying on the 
worship of the idol We spoke of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Chuist lo 
the men and women assembled, and told them that the blessed Saviour 
really speaks to us by His holy woid, and that we can speak to [fim m 
prayer if we simply fake God at Ils word, and in piaycr plead the p o- 
muses contained in the wor of Gad, we recetve light, peace, and purity, 
and get moe and more of “ unseatchable riches’ thal these unscaich. 
able iiches of Christ may be theirs too if they only bel.eve snd t xe God 
at His word The priest could read IIindi, we therefore gave him a 
tract (Muktimala) which he thankfilly ieceived, and promised to read 
with attention 

We rested at night in a village called Thanshwar, situated in the 
valley or khud about four miles below Dhamin The lumbeidar of Lhan- 
shwar very kindly supplied us with such things (m1 k, firewood, &c) as 
we had need of There wete only five houses in that village and we visited 
the mmates of every one of them = ‘The puncipal man, the Bania of the 
place invited us to his shop and expressed a deste to heat about the new 
religion which we were preaching I told bum that the Gospel of Jesus 
Chiist, though new to him was not a new religion It was as old as the 
world itself, but though it was not «10wn to om forefathers in this coun« 
try, God in His gieat meicy has revealed Ilis Gospel to us now in theso 
latter days, and we ought to praise God fo1 His marvellous love in giving 
His only Son to die for us If we reject this great salvation how shal 
we escape the wrath of God which we deseive for our innumerable sins ? 
We explained to him that there 1s no salvation in any other religion. 
A few people gathered and all heard us attentively, Tho Banta was in- 
formed of our magic lantern, and hz desired that we should exhibit the 
lantern in the evening He took much laxow m preparing a place for 
ut About 8 o’clock in the evening we went to his place with ou: magic« 
lantern, &c We did not expect to have more people than 25 or 30 who 
belonged to that village, but to our utter surptise the place was quite 
crowded with men, women and children nearly 150 in number On ens 
yquiry we found that the Bania had sent notice to several villages a mile 
or two distant, and thus gathered a laige congregation for us We be« 
an with the exhibition of the Old Testament slides fist, and explained 
the fall of our fiist parents, the deluge, &c and then the incaination of 
the Son of God, His muacles, lis death, resuriection and ascension, 
&c, I never had amore attentive audience They were astonished be- 
yond measu e and piaised God for itis mercy m sending us to them to 
tell them of [is wonderful love, At the end we shewed a few comic 
pictures to interest the childien. 


15th December 


Tn the morning the Iumberdar brought us some pomegianates and 
milk and we had to take leave of the people, although we had to re- 
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get that we could not visit all the villages from which the spectators of 
our magic-lantern assembled, 
Dhamin, 


Dhamin 1s on the north-west of Simla Area 26 square miles. Po. 
pulation §,500, ‘Phe name of the chief village wiete the Rana lives 1s 
Hulog. We icached Ifulog at about rr a xr Some people came to see 
is in our tent, and so we were able to deliver God’s message of love - 
our colpoiteuis also went into the bazat to scll Looks. When we weie 
coming up here from Phanshwar, om jhampanics had waimed us that 
our ieceplion at Dhamin would not be very wam, they sail ‘the 
name of the plaice 18 Dhamin (ughteous) but we call 1 Adhanen (une 
rghicous) and thus we found to be a fact 

We found a Sunyasee o1 devotee tucre, and had some rehgiows cun- 
versation with him he came to ow lent in the evening and told us that 
he 1s fiom Benares, but that the state of hfe whica he had adopted had 
failed to salisly tho longings of his immottal soul I told h m that only 
Jesus Chust, God manilest in the flesh, car satisfy the craving of the 
soul, and exhorted him to pray to God in the name of Jesus Christ and 
he will then feel the power of Chustin his soul aid find in [lim the sa. 
tisfaction of all the yeamings of Ins heat and realize that God 1s his 
Father in heaven who has given [lis on y begotten Son for the salvation 
of men. A few other people came to om tent also and we preached to 
them, 

164 December, 

Noxt morning the Rana sent for us and we gladly went to see him, 
but his unmanneily reception of us led us to conclude that the poor 
young man had never been tramed up propeily With humble sub- 
mission, however, we sat where we weie asked to sil, and began to tell 
him the object of ow visit There were no less than 30 of his people 
present We found that he was more disposed to cavil than to listen 
with an enqmung mind. [Ie asked with a proud and center pinion 
look, whether Chust had a father; we answered that God was lis Pather 
and that the Father, Son, and IToly Ghost arc one God, tho same in 
substance and equal 11 power and glory oe askod again whether God 
had a father, we answered that God is the uncreited Father of all Ils 
creatures, and that God has no father, that Ife 1s from all etoinity and 
ig without begining and without end. Some of tho courtiers of the 
Rana also cavilled, but as witnesses of our blessed Lord we asked per+ 
mussion fo defiver our message The Rana then allowed me to continue 
and I preached to them the substance of our most holy futh and told 
them they could nol oscape if they neglected so greal a salvation, that 
if they turn a deaf cai to the oveitmes of Gads love, they would act 
most foolishly, for ‘ what sha | 1t prolita manu h2 gain the whole world 
and lose lus own soul, or what shall aman give in exchange for his soul.” 
Allhough the Rana and two of his couticis cavilled, tne rest of tho 
people head me very altcntively and iespectfully Wo offored a fow 
tracts which the Rana told us to leave before hi, and we left his court 
with respectful salams Our prayer to God 1s, that this young Rana may 
learn to fear Him, to know his own wietched condition as a sinner, and 
take refuge m the Saviour of sinners, 
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Baghal. 


Atea 124 square miles Popu ition 22,000. The capital of Baghal 
48 Erlue or Aiki Distance about ten miles fiom Tulog or Dhamin, 
We left Hulog at about 10 A at and reached To kic in the evening. An 
our way we vistted several villages and spoke to the people on ihe true 
way of salvation by Jesus Chusst, 

After our arrival at Iikie m th evening wo were hospitably received 
in a new dawk bungalow built by the young Rajah fo. the reception of 
European travellers. The Rayahs people came and supplied om wants, 
and we told them the object of our visit. A few people fom the bazar 
came to see us and we preached the Gospel to them. 


19th December 


In the morning our colporteurs went to the bazar and sold several 
tracts from shop to shop Many people came to sce us and among 
them was a young man, son of ow old friend Pundit Gangaram to whom 
allusion was made in our Report of 1876 Ile 1¢ ated to us, the painful 
circumstances which Jed his venerable fathe: to leave Ealie, but that he 
(the young man) had read the books which we had left with them 
This was our fourth visitto Exkic, and we were glad to find that the 
seed sown in former yeats m that place, had not been in van We 
spoke to the young man and others that came with him, on the necessity 
of believing and accepting the Lord Jesus Christ as their only Saviour 
and gave them a few tacts 

he Kotwal of the Rayah came and invited us to go and see the 
Rajah, we went with him The Rajah received us very courteously 
and desired me to mention the object of ou visit. We preached to 
him and all who wee present the cardinal traths of om most holy faith, 
The Rajah heard us very attentively, and then asked me several questions 
regaiding my visit to England, wh ch I answered, and spoke of several 
Chnstian gentlemen whose Chnstian character and benevolence are 
then glory, and I pomted out that the Bible has made England what it 
as, that the Bible is the glory of England, and that Chrishan people in 
papiand constantly pray and work for the conveision of the people of 
ndia 

Having seen a large number of chi dicen playing in the lawn below 
the Rajah’s palace, I enquiied whether he would object to my establish. 
nga Mission School at Eiluc, he said, that the people of Erkic did not 
vare to have their children taught, ihat whenever any onc wishes to 
carn, he 1s sent to the Government school at Simla, and that the Brah- 
mins’ childien or priests’ children who desire to learn the Shasteis and 
Sanserit, have some special provision made for them 

In the evening we had visits fiom some of the Rayah’s people and 
the young man, the Pundit’s son also came, and we had interesting 
conversation to the glory of our Lord, 


18th December, 


,_ in the morning some people came foi books, and we gave them 
UWindi and Panjabi tacts, and exh ited them to consider their ways and 
to take refuge in the Saviour of sinners, We left Likie atabout 9 A, M, 


Ir 


and reached Kunhiai at about 9 Pp. M. Om coolies brought us by a 
wrong and longei way, but we visited several villages on om way In 
one of these there aie several wate: spiings and on the toad side a 
small idol temple It 1s enclosed by a stiong stone wall aboul 235 ft. 
square We entered the place and saw several stone idols outside and 
msida the temple, but there was no puest at the time. As we were 
resting near the temple one of the villageis came to see us, We 
explained to him the sin of worshippmg idols, and the necessity of 
serving the one true and living God through Jesus Christ the only 
Mediator between God and man _ IIc told us a story or tradition about 
the idols m that temple, that they weie not mado by any priest or 
brahmi but they came out themselves from the ground, only the 
enclosure wall was made by man Two of our jhimpan coolies who 
had head the same story, said, “Sn, what this man says 1s true— 
these gods have appcaed themselves in this villago, and since then 
this place 1s always well supplied with water and the villagers wor- 
ship these gods with devout veneration” We asked them if any man 
ever saw these idols coming heie by themselves: they answeied, “ We 
did not sec, but our forefathers saw and hence the tradition.” We tned 
to remove their falsc belief and supeistition and to draw their attention 
to the only living and tiuc God 


Kunhiar, 


Aiea 8 square miles Population 2,500 The whole state 1s ina 
valley almost level and very fruitful sol On the cast of the Rana’s vil- 
lage in Kunhiai_ there 1s a large tank, and we pitched om tent on its 
bank and 1ested for the mght. Next moiming om men went and in. 
formed the villagers and the bazar people of a baptismal seivice to be 
held in our tent near the tank, 

Tho three enqunets who accompanied us im out journey from 
Simla wore ready for bapism, having leunt from us all the way the 
pone doctimes of out most holy faith aid we felt satisfied that they 

ad tiuly :epented and beheved in the Loid Jesus Chust as thor only 
Saviour 

We commenced our service at aboul 12 o'clock under the shadow 
of a large tree outside the tent, for om tent was too small to accommo. 
date many people; and a most interesting scivicc il was After singing, 
prayer and seimon (Acts viii 38, 39) the thies candidates were catechised 
in the presence of a lage audience, and then icady and mtclligent 
answers made a deep impression. Special addiesscs wee then given 
to the candidates as well as to the spectatois, after which a hymn was 
sung, and the three candidates wore baptized in the tank m the name of 
the Father, the bon, and the Lloly Ghost 1 1¢ se1vice was most interest. 
ing to the people, and we were glad that we had such an opportunity of 
removing, from the minds of the people erioncous notions which they en- 
tertained respecting the way in which ITindoos become Chustians The 
newly baptized biethien then returned to theit own homes to be witnesscs 
for Christ, and we were obliged to leave Kunhnar that day, m order to 
retuin to Simla in time to go down to Calcutta for the Decennial Con- 
ference, We reached Syree at night and stayed at the dawk bungalow 
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19th December 


Next moining we made preparations foi ietuining to Simla, which 
is eleven miles cast of Syice We preached the Gospel toas many people 
as we found at the resting places at Jathia, Bureri and Boileaugunge, 
and reached Simla at 4 2. 


Conclusion 


The Gospel sced has been sown in the hearts of about 1,500 people 
during this tour, of these 1,200 may safely be put down as attentive 
hearers, 10 as cavillers and 15 as those whose heats the Lord has 
touched We are not sufficient of ourselves, our sufliciency 1s of God, 
Feeling our weakness and ou utter nothingness, we can still chensh the 
hope that awong the people to waom we have had the puvyucge of 
pioclaiming the unsearchable uches of Chist, some at least will gain a 
saving interest in our blessed Saviour We are aware that the word of 
God admonishes us that in preaching we are somclimes a sdvom of 
death unto death, although we Icng to be a savour of life unto life, we 
leave results in the hand of the Loid of the harvest We have proe 
claimed to the people that God has promised ‘ Yow sins and your 
iniquities will I remember no more” We have told our hearers that the 
Son of man, our Great Iligh Priest, has power on earth to forgive sins 
and that IIe does forgive sins the moment we trust in Him, whose 
blood “ cleanseth us from all sin.” In reviewing the past, we fecl deeply 
humbled before God for any ortssion to speak the right word at the 
right season, perhaps after our hearers have sepmated fiom us the 
thought has darted into our minds that if we had pursued another line 
of argument at particular places the resu t would have been better and 
the worl more effective, bat we can tr astfally .ook to the fvlfimer. of 
the promise. ‘In the morning sow thy seed, and in the evemng with- 
hold not thy hand, for thou knowest not whether shall prosper, either 
thts or that, or whether they both shall be alike good.” Again we have 
to thank all the Lord’s people for all the kind help received fiom them 
in carrying out this work.

SIMLA BAPTIST MISSION. 


SIX WEEKS OF MISSIONARY WORK BLTWLEN KALKA 
AND ROPUR. 


My object m undetta‘ing this tour was (1) to visit al’ the brothren 
who, after then baptism in S mlain connection with this Mission, had 
gone home to then 1espective villages, (2) to preach the Gospel to the 
heathen and (3) to asceitain by personal 1ispectién the natue and ex. 
tent of the Mission work, which can be cained on by our branch 
Station at Kalka 

Our paity consisted of : evangelist, 1 colpoitem, 1 servant and 11 
coolies to carty our luggage all these wee Christians 

Wo staited on the 2nd and reached Kalka on the 4th Feb: nary, 
after having preached the Gospel at the mteimediate Stations of Syrea, 
Kukkurhattce and a few other villages on tho way 

Trom the sth to the 13th Tebruary, we preached in Kalka and its 
neighbomung villages afte: which some of om patty loft Kalka for five 
days in o1de: to make suitable arrangements for ow long jJouney from 
village to village, which commenced after thei: rctuin on the r9th 


Febsuary and cuded on the roth of Mach 





KKALKA: 


Dung om stay at this place we preached in the bazar and found 
an alicntive audionce of 50 to 80. A few of our books weie sold every 
day A Shaddu oi dovotee used to come evuy day to hear our 
preaching Ife took his seat nem our colportem at the bookestall 
and icmained there for homs 1cadimg the Gospels and tracts, We had 
conversation with him for two days Tho fiist day wo heaid from lum 
hus long story as to how and when be became a Shadhu. Ile told us 
that cleven years ago he became a Shadhu and that duiing this time he 
has been enabled to subdue lus body, so much so that he could seman 
for days togethe: silting or standing in the same posture, and that on 
one orcasion he took a vow and remsiacd forty days unde -he giovnd 
This took place at Kalka and he gained the 1espect and estecm of 
most of the Kalka people, That 11 wds at his request some people 
digged an arched giave on the top of once of the hills and he centered 
into 1t m tre presence of many people anc there icmained fouly days, 
having for his food once a day only one grain of bailey anda mouthful 
of water, When he completed lus vow he ca ne out after foily days, and 
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a clowd of people assembled to see him aid many worslupped hun with 
then offerings, and he received Rs. 300 that diy, which monoy he dis» 
tuibuted to the poo. Te 15 a sho Land thin man of about 35 yeas of 
age, and is a worshipper of one God (Biahma) 

We explained to lim that, notwithstanding his merits and achieve. 
ments, he was yct a fia | man and a sinner even as others in the sight of 
the iiost holy and O naiscient God, and that he needed salvation and 
reconciliation with God We were glad that he confessed his need 
of a Saviom, and we gave him a copy of the Punjabi Now Lestament to 
read and duected his attentio1 to the blood of Chisst which cleanseth 
us from all sm IIe hstcncd tos veiy attentively while we spoke to 
him on the love of the Son of Gad who suffered and died for out sins and 
rose again foi om justification After ot conversation we expected 
that he would at ance decide for Christ, but we heard nothing definite 
fom him, Lhe sikh fam:y wilh whom ho was iesiding at ia'ka had 
dedicated to him thei on y son (9 cals old) as an offerrig to Brahma 
to be his disciple The Shadhu bionght this boy with him, We 
asked him whether by mak ng that boy a Shadhu he would not spoil 
hig usefu ness m life and destioy his soul? [le rephed that he knew 
that would be the consequencc, and therefore he repeatedly remonstiae 
ted with the father of the boy, and trcd to dissuade him from dadicat. 
ing him but n spite of his remonstiance, both the parents begged hin 
to make the boy his disciple We advised him to teach the bey to 
read and write instead of teach: 1g him to tase the life of a Shadhu 

We visited several villages on the cast and west of Kalka within 
five mies ‘The names of some of these villages ae, Khutakpura, 
Bhaion-ki-Sher, Lipia, Maja, Piploa &c. 

Khuthpua 1s on the eas of Kalka and is inhabited, chiefly he 
large number of low caste people Chamas &c Some people m this 
vulage send then boys to cut schoo: We visited some houses aud a 
few people chiefly women, assembled to hear the Gospel This village 
is a promusi og field for Chiistiaa wok 

Bharon kieShor 18 mhabited chiefly by Brahmm Inil people One 
of them an intelhgent young mai attends om suivice at Kalca every 
Loid seday ‘She wilage peojle received us vury cordially and hoard 
the Gospel attentively We invited them to attend our service at 
Kalka on Sundays, and to send then children to om school 

Zipra is on the banks of the Kasullia siver aad 15 inhabited chiefly 
by basket-makcis Some ol these people had woiked with us ab 
Simla, and they gave usa very heaity welcome and heard ow message 
gladly and also gutheted a good cong egation for us; we visited fiom 
house torhouse and expounded the tinths of the Gospel 

Mayra 13 on the west of Kalka We fouid some men engaged in 
pressing oul the juice fiom the sugai cane We went Lo them and com. 
meneed fo dehver oar message to them One of themat fust got 
annoyed because we had come to speak to them on tcligious subjects 
when they were engaged in their own work, we explaincd to them that 
we were ambassadois of the Lard Jesus, the $01 of Gad, who has sad, 
“Go into all the world and preach the Gospel to every crcatme,” and 
as we had come out to them we requested them to allow us to del ver 
ame mragenno Phe Tard foes. t the Teas Ff ouy opponent and be ale 
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lowed us to go on without molistation, after we had fimshed our dis. 
course, all the people expressed gicat delight im having head the Gospel 
message, which they had never heard befoic, and when we were retuin« 
ing, pressed us to accept some sticks of sugar-cane which we did as an 
expression of the goodwill of out hearcis Some of them promised to 
see us al Simla aid to send then childien to our school at Ka ca 

Prploa 1s about two miles west of Maya, and 1s whabited by nea ly 
g00 Inll people As we entcied the village we met two men, onc of 
them had worked as a Chaprasec, and he hid head the Gospel belore; 
he took us to the fist house in the village, the house of a weaver, who 
stopped his work and came out and receiv us gully. We first asked 
them a few questions regarding then temporal affans wh ici Licy gladly 
answered, and then we told them the object of om visit that we came to 
tell thom of then lost condition as sins, and that Jesus Chisst the 
Son of God can alone save them We described to them the power 
and willingness of om Savio to save us ad that Io invites all sin rers 
to come to Him, Many weio assembled to hea: us and after our dis+ 
course was over we sang a Gospel hymn 

Some of our party went Lo visit from house-to-house they pieached 
for ha f an hour at a bania’s shop in the village, and wained the people 
to flee fiom idol worship and take refuge m the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
only Saviour of sinners, Ihe hearts at this sho» were deeply solom- 
nised, and one of them who was much aficcted, lal two pice at the fect 
of au. preachers When it was explained to him that we did not want 
any pice, he said, “Ihave heud the word of God and although I am very 
unworthy to offer any thing I beg that my small gift may be accepted 
for I consider 1 a sin to heat God’s word which costs me nothing’ =We 
accepted the pice as the price of a tract, but as he himself could not 
read, he authouzed us to give it to one of the andicnce who could 
read 
Puyour 18 three miles south of Kalka and is inhabited hy a large 
number of iespeetable people ‘Theis 15 a beautiful large gaiden be« 
Jongg to ihe Rajah of Patiali~this phice 5 on the way fiom Um alla 
to Kalka, Some of the Rayahs (hill chiefs) were invited to a wedding 
at Suket. On thon way they halted at Pinjou with a lage namber of 
thoir attendants Tho place was quito crowded with thousands of 
people We took thts opportunity of preaching the Gospel to the 
multitude for two days, especially to the people and attondants of iho 
Rajah of Nahan and the Rana of Baghat We found mniy attentive 
hearers and several copies of om tracts and Gospels wore sold 

Wo visited the thanadat of the place at his house, and thero wo 
found the tchsildat and some other respectable people who recetved us 
courteously, Afler we had delivercd om message, which they heard 
with aitention, we weie asked to hold a discussion with an intelligent 
and educated man among them who knew a ute Fnglisn We agreed, 
and upon enquiry wo found out that that gontleman had no fixed be. 
lief in any system of teigion. IIo said he iad respect for the religion 
of all men, he had faith in one God, and 1t has been his endeavour to 
walk uprightly and to love all mankind To 21¢ad the IImndoo Shasters, 
the Koian, the Bible, and the books of the Guioos Kubec: and Nanuk, 
and it has been hus practice to gather the truth wherever he finds it 
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We pomted out to him, that tio real need of every man 1s the forgive. 
ness of his sin and the sanctification of hus soul, and asked if, by the 
reading of the books he named, he found the tiue means of obtaining 
his need in any of them = Te replied, that in order to obtain salvation, 
we must obey the commands of God, and must bo always devoted to 
His woislip, and that there can be no salvation without works of hole 
ness and viilue §=We poimtcd out thal sivation cannot be of works, for 
all have sumed and come shortcf the glo y of God Salvation must be 
of free grace, and God im Christ bestows free piace; afler wo receive 
free grace ihe Lord helps us lo work, but good works do not lead 
to salvation, on the contiaty salvation leads to good works, and all good 
works must have then 100t in and flow fom faith in the Loud Jesus 
Chnst IIe then asked, have all who have icceived the Chistian faith 
been saved? We answeied, that all who ave received Christ in faith, 
have been saved, and oven though the old coriupt natme should be 
manifest in the conduct of Christians, yet they have the witness of the 
Holy Spirit that they are the children of God Salvation 15 the feo 
gift of God, and mrespective of human worthiness may be had by 
simply trusting m Jesus who alone gives us full and free salvation, We 
freely confess that there 1s no pcrfectron ae eaith, but every true 
behever knows that he has passed fiom death unto life. Our hearers 
too wall find this m then happy expenence, if they will only tiust in 
Jesus. Taith will pwufy then heats, and enable them to overcome 
the world and all its sinful pleasures IIc then read from the book of 
Kubeet one or two pages containing beautiful moral piccepts—but we 
explained to him that theie is no power in those piccepts to save a 
smner or sanctify his soul, 

Some of our heareis then began to leave tho place and wo distri+ 
buted a few -tracts among then he Sikh genlleman with whom we 
had conversed, then asked us to his house, which was not far fiom the 
thanadars place where we were sitting, in oder to shew us his Lnghish 
Bible which he had at his own expense (Rs 7o) brought oul fiom 
England Tle gavo us a very warm reception, and shewed us all hig 
books, especially his valuable Bible It was_giatifying Lo us lo sce the 
great care with which he kept the beautifully bound lage 1efeience 
Bible. We told him that if he would read_ the Bible with as much caro 
and prayer as he read the books of Guroo Kubeo and Nanuk, he would 
calamly find the salvation about which ho was gioping in the dak, 
He said, that he did not obj3ct to tho tenets of any religion, but 
whorever he could find tiuth, whethe: m the Bible or in the Koran o 
im the Tlindu books he was 1eady to accept truth Je then asked us 
to take some refieshment at his house which wo did as an expression of 
his goodwill, and patted with the feeling that surely tho Lord had 
been with us, and turned the heals of om heareis to receive our 
message with gladness Lhe Sikh gentleman then sent his chaprasi 
{peon) with us fo shew us the Pinjour garden 

The garden was full of visitors that day admiring the long ranges 
of.fountains which weie at play in the seven successive stages of the 
Barden We entered mio conversation with one of the petty hill chiefs 
who, with a few of ins attendants, was enjoying his visi, He was a 
Strict and bigotted Hindy and had apparently never heard what the

Chustian religion 1s. We explained to him the substance of our most 
holy faith, and exhorted him to take 1¢fuge m Jesus Christ the Son of 
God who invites all simmers to give them est ‘Lhe chief and his at- 
tendants heard us gladly and promised to sec us at Si nla 

After we came out from tie gaiden we stood up under a lage ce 
near the baya and pteihed to a crowded audience ‘ The don of 
man 1s come to seck and to save that which was lost.” They heaid us 
most altentively We sold a few tacts and Gospels at this place and 
retried to Kalla in the evening 

Next day fom of our party came to Pinjom again and preached tho 
Gospal to the people in the bizar and especially neat the tents of the 
Rajah of Nahan and the Rana of Baghat A few books and tacts were 


sold this day, 





Mani Mayra 


Is a town in the Umballi Distiiet, about 12 miles south-west of 
Kalka Population about 7,000, of whom 2,000 ate Mahomedans, the 
rest are Fundus and Sikhs, Neat it there 1s a shine of Munsa Devi, 
which attracts a luge number of worshippers Dr Tunter in_ his 
Gazelteer wutes of this shune as follows: “The shrine of Munsa 
Devi, near Mani Mayia attracts a large number of worshippers, having 
been removed hither fom tic Nihan State, through an opportune 
dream of the Raja of Mam Melts, on the occasion of some hill mon 
culling off the water supply of the ongina shine — The Raja was 104 
warded for his piety by iealizmg a consideiable profit fiom the annual 
fan. 

We arrived at Mam Mayia on the eve ung of the roth, and as we 
entered the town wo sw a school altended by a considerablo number 
of boys and wo learat that it was a Government Atdcd School Wo want 
duect ito the old foil, and wore courteously received by the Kardar of 
the place im a bungalow opposite to the Rance s castle whe1o another 
small school 1 kept by a Mahomeday tether for the special educa- 
tion of the Ranco’s chilhien, and the childie. of some of tie amlahs of 
the Comt; so allogethor we were glad to find that the blessings of edu« 
cation are being dispensed here Wo were comfortably acc »mmodatod 
in the bungalow and wore visited by many of tho respectab © people of 
the place, to whom we mentioned the object of ow visit and spoko 
about the blessed Redeemer of sinners—we also rofuted several objoc« 
tions raised by them against the trath of om most holy faith 

After they left us others came, and we p eached the Gospel to them 
and sold a fow boals chiefly to the young people. We were informed 
that vhe Rajah of Man. Jicjtais dead, and tc State is m the hancs of 
Governmont who gives a pension fot the sn »port of the Ranee and her 
children, 

Noxt morning we visited soveral houses and shops, waned tho 
people to fice from the wiath to come and to take refuge in the Saviour 
of sinners Afterwads many people came to the bungalow to seo us 
and to receive our books and tracts. While we were disiibuting our 
books tho, Kardar of the place came and selected some books for his 
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own use, The Kuda shewed tho baoks ta the Rance who can tead 
Tlindi, and she expressed a deaie to bave some booss fo herself We 
sent her a copy of the New ‘festam nt and a few tiacts, Mooktmala, 
Dhumtu 1 &e with am expiession of hove t1u the Rance would accept 
them as a present fiom us Sho, Loweve , prefered to y ay for te 
books as a sine token that she would read them cate tully, so we allows 
ed her to pay Tha boys of tie school c me tous in lage nu noe g 
and we either sold o gave away ow books to them = We left Mapt 
Maya at oA at and autved at Gundowlce at g Poa 





Guxnownr 


This 18 a village about 8 miles west of Mani Majia Our brother 
Premdas Shadhu, who was beptived in 188r, lives here, Elo had 
sent one of his sons to Kalka to take us to lus vilage Before his 
conveision the Shadhu was a Guroo (rehgions teacher) had many 
disciples im that and the other sunounding vi ages ‘Though now so« 
yeral have left him im consequence of lis embr icing the Chistian ie« 
gion, yet not a few still cling to hum and hear from him daily of the 
love of Chust Foimcily they tec sived fiom him mottnetions m the 
Sikh fath, but now they Ieam from him the tino way of obtaming 
salyation by tic atonement of the Son of God 

Piemdas Shadhu iccerved us most coutcously and according to 
lus mvitation many people fiom the sutiounding villages came to see 
us and we preached the word of life to them, 

We had not leisure for a single moment, People remamed with 
us day aid night and we expounded to them the truths of the Gospel 
and held discussions with some peoplo from day vo day for six days to~ 
gether: Brother Promdas extended to us the rites of hospitality for the 
whole of the six days, Our company consisted of 16 persons, and om 
Chnstian brethren who came fiom the smonnding villages within six 
mules staid with us the Shadht entertuned them too, $0 tat the sup. 
ply of food for upwards of fifty persons for six days fell upen the 
Shadhu, and he bore every itom of oxpense ungiudgingly for tho sako 
of the blessed Lord who has bought him wih a pice “Gundowlic ace 
cordingly was our headquaiters for the sx days, and with (hat aga 
centie, we preached all a round fiom vil age to village. After ou Gospel 
discourses were over, we allowed our hearers Lo static their views and 
they did so A fow of the [indus tiicd to make out that by their own 
goad works they will be saved, or that the gods will save them and we 
pomted out the utter impossibility of salvation by any of the means on 
which they now rely 

Our Chnsuan brethhen residing in oight different villages wachin 
six miles of Gundowlhe came to see us and temained with us, heaung 
the word of God in singing and piaising God for [lis matvellous love— 
and also in breaking bread and commemorating the djing lave of the 
Redeemer. Tho six days that weie spent in Gundowlee were mdeed 
days of blessing to allof'us Tie word of God was powerful among the 

frets. 
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We hada chich-mecting in which eighteen members were picsent, and 
the six candid ucs weic examined and accey tcd for baptism. 

On Lords day moinimg om tent was pitcied near a tank ma 
coin field not far fom brother P emdas’s house and we had the most 
mteresting service therie—many people fiom the neuest villages came 
to see the novel scence We however, mised one of the candidates who 
was unable to fulfil his desue to be biptied Lhe previous event ig 
when he deckued himself a disciple of Clist before the Church, one 
of lus nerghbows weut and reported the cicumstance to his mother 
and siste1, and they began Lo weep bitter tears because they should lose 
him as a member of then ancestal faith, the young man was slags 
geied, the cross was too great fo. him to bear he sent word to us that 
it was impossible for lim to withstand the teas of his beloved 
wouher, he sul. loved the bicssed S.v.ou. and w.shed to folow Lim, 
he would still ask tho Lords gu dance to open up lis way and hoped 
that ere long he would come to Simla to receive bipusm 

We pryed for him and while we wete pieaching and expounding, 
a young lad, 15 years old, who had accompanied us was so deeply 1m- 
pressed, that on our calling fot seekers he came foiwaid and stood with 
the five candidates We catechised the candidates before the assembly 
and each one gave the reasons for his faith but the young lad, a son of 
oi biothe: Jhoomkoo of Chupkee near Ropu, astonished the biethten 
and all the people by his appropriate answers to every question that 
was put to him, Ile was accordiigly the e and then icceived by tho 
church unanimously aid was baptized with tre others 

Before baptiaing the six, we stood near the tank and explained 
the nalme of the ordinance and agam mvited all the unconverted to 
take refuge in the only Saviour of sinncis We then baptized them one 
by one in tho name of the Tathes, the Son and the Iloly Ghost. The 
new disciples were filled with joy and went on then way igjorcing. 
The scene was most solemn, beieath the open canopy of heaven ina 
tank m a coin ficld, with angels as spectators fiom heaven cariying 
the udings of six siniers wlo have repentud and 1 ceived the tuts of

each me nber were explamed to all — It was ananged that the b cthren 
should meet for worship at brother Preniddas’s house, and the fo lowing 
brathten wee appomted as deacons to | ave spmatual oveisight over 
the brethion of cach village

Tose villages are witlun thice or fom miles from Gundowlee 
except Sealbah wluch is 51x miles distant. 
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The necessity for supplying a pastor for bus church wis much 
fell, because most of the breticn were unib . toivad The deacons 
(tvo of whom can read) weie therefore assed to do thoit best th 
managing the affans of the ch uch and in lending: the stuging, ieading 
and prayer every Lords cay unti the Lord giiciously provice a suitable 
pastor for this little camich Prayers wee accou mely offticd on this” 
subject 
This 1s the nucous of an indigenons villtge church on the cig. 
tict only a few miles from the li 5 conducted solely by the bicthiey 
themselves, and under the ovaisight of the pastor al Simla, who it ig 
hoped will be able to visit the brethen at le wf twiee in the year. 


PROPOSAL TO BUILD A CHAPEL AND Scuoot Room ar GuNnowr un 


Although we are thankful to om brother Premdas for al owing the 
little church to mcct in is house, yet if was considered desirable for 
the chuich to have a place of 1g own Our hearts rejoiced when 
brother Piemdas came foiward of his own accord to give the site for 
the chapel and to defiay half the expense of the bu ding We fixed 
upon @ nice plot of giound ma mangoe garden in front of the temple 
where he used to worship as a pricst in the days of his hewhenism it 
was agiecd that out of tho materials of Ins xlol Lemple, which 1s now 
m 1ns, we should raise an edifice for the woishp of the one hving and 
true God in the name of Jesus Christ, the only Mediator between God 
and man. Our brothe: went wit1 us to the Cutchciy of Khutur to have 
his deed of gift to the church registered; but the Tehsildar put many 
obstacles in his way, he specially pomted out that his sons after him 
might taise objections to giving the land for a place of woislip, that 
the mangoe tices would yield fit which would be a bone of contention 
between the worshippers in the chapel and the holders of the property. 
Our biother was obliged to held bacs, but stull he showed us another 
place which would be smtable. We thought it proper, however, to defer 
the obtaining of a site for the present 

It 1s also mteresting to note that a zemindar im Gundowlee, Sahoo 
Chowdry by name, offered us a site for achapol As soon as he head 
that obstacles were raised to our raving the spol near the temple in the 
mangoe garden, he came forward to give us a piece of land from his 
own grounds the thing was all settled, and we igjoiced to find that 
we weie in a position to otdet building materials to be prepared, and 
we promised to send doors anc windows from Simla, but after our 1e- 
turn to Simla we heard that ceitain evil-disposed brahmins camo from 
the surrounding villages and persuaded the people that the Chustians 
would certainl; lull cows near the spot, and that their idol, whose tem~ 
ple was not far off, would be sacrileged. The people al flocked to 
Sahoo Chowdry and begged and prayed to re-consider his decision, 
and countermand his oider_ about the land which he pioposed to give 
to the Chuistians. Sahoo Chowdry yielded to the pressme of these 
1epiesentalions and revoked his gift, which of course we did not press 
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any finther, as the gift was_not icgistered n the Cutchony, but was 
enly an unwitien prom se Whenever the Lord sows [is good seed 
theie Satan the cnemy of God and man 1s sure to sow taics Sahoo 
Chowdry had heard the Gospel from oa: lips, and was favorably im- 
pressed, and the Loid put if ito his heart to give us tho land, bat 
Satan came im the way and raised up his emissaues to obstiuet the 
good work We oxpect in our next visit 10 Gundowlec to make proper 
anangements for obtammng and and bulcimg the chapel 

On one of the six days we weie wt Guncowlee, I extibited the 
magic-lantein to a lage number of people who flocked fiom 12 or 13 
villages to {his novel and magic sight the room 11 which the magies 
lantein was exhibited could hold only about 150 persons, but many of 
the crowd of fom times that number that came to seo hud to stand 
outside, and we ac afiaid that many wee unable to sco the pictines, 
bu. we fee persuadcc wnat we mide oliseives Cisuiace y neaLa in OUL 
explanations of the pictics, and in every explanation we preached 
Jesus Chiust and [im crucified We evhibited several pictures from 
the Pilgrim’s Progress, and om explanations of Pilguim with the buden 
of sin on his back, us escape fiom the city of destiuction with tie 
words, “Life, hfe etemal hfe,” his burden falling away at the sight of 
the cross of Ili, who died to save, who came to seck and to save that 
which was lost, who pitted the poor pilgrim and still casts an eye of pity 
and compassion upon us, wele received with transports of Joy. ay 
the woid spoken be profitable to them that head. We prayed for an 
outpomimng of the Loly Spit on all our heaers, and were much 
refreshed m our pwn spints At onc time the crowd of people began 
amost to liample on one another, and we had to stop our exhibition 
for a moment, but the ticat was so much enjoyed and enjoyable that 
they begged me to proceed and promised to be very quiet, though at 
the use of not ve.1g abe Lo see the pictards.

We then proceeded to the village Bhionyia where there sa popu. 
Jation of about soo gouls, Tom of om Chistian nethien reside in this 
village, these brethien reside with then parents and famul cs and are 
witnesses for Chiist, Biother Rodu invited us aid shewed us all due 
hospitality We held service in om tent and a large number of villagers, 
mcn, women and clnklren assembled to see us and heard the gospel. 
After the service we had special conversalicn with some of them who 
desued to know, whether they could not be saved sf they believed in 
one God and obeyed Ils commandments, We explained to them that 
without the shedding of blood there is no iemission of sins, and that 
Jesus Cluisi, the Son of God sned [is precious ‘ood for the vedemption 
of sinnets We stayed ‘two days at Bhionjir and all the time engaged 
im i¢ligious conycisation with the people. We preached the Gospel 
from house-to-house We uso exhibited tho magic | mtein al mght in 
the Dhurumsala of the village, and large crowds gathered to the sight. 

A moat interesting meeting was held in dus village on the day we 
wele aboul to leaye. Some of the women who h ard the gospel, 
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and were also prcsont at the cstioiton of tae mgt lantcin, desired 
that I should preach especial y to a mceting of women to be as. 
scmbled I responded to t¢ cal and hal gical joy in speaking 
about Tim who consented to become the oflspring of the Vngmn's womb 
m order to sive all, and 112 whom fei 1 ucither man nor woman, 
neither ciicumeision nor wiencumesion bathauan Scythian, bond nor 
fee, but Chustisallanc imal About 20 women und § or 6 men were 
present, and they very aticntively list ned to the b icf a count I gave af 
the birth, hfe death and resu ter ton and ascension of bio Saviow and 
exhorted them to tuke icfugoin Tim One old womai remarked “that 
uf this be the re] gion of Jesus Chist, wl y ticn do p.ople speak against 
such a holy und tue rehgion 2? She asked me to stay a fow days in the 
village, but we were unable to do 50 

Brother Rodus puents ase sull halting between lwo opinions, they 
were almost prcpared to caw ta thea lot wil tue peepia of God at the 
ime we weie with them, but they staggered and held baes, ticy have, 
xowever, promised Lo come to Simla fo 1eccive byptism. May the Lord 
relp them Rodu and his yonoger nother Tiyam are of couse out. 
sasts fiom the family, because Loey have embraced the Chiistian faith, 
jut then parents allow them to live in the family, only they havea 
separate plice for then meals ‘Shey appreciate the kindness of thelr 


yaents and aie allowed to speak to them feely of the gracious 
Saviour,

Is a much large: village arom 7 mules fron Bhronpa, and there 15 a 
Government Aided School, A large nunber of Mahomedans icside im 
this village We have fve eenve . bere, wao “etc L.ndoos before 
theit conversion §=‘The brethrea vated us to ema in thei village, but 
we told them that as they had aheady had Chustian fellowship with us 
at Gundowlce, we piefericd ation to go over lo the next vi lage, and 
preach the gospel to them, cxhowing them al the same time to be 
witnesses for Christ m their own villige Before Icaving the vi lage, 
however, we visited the school which was altonded hy about 50 boys. 
The teachers informed us of tle cou se of imstiuction given to the boys, 
and thon we spoke to them of the Lord Jesus ¢ hist, and of their novd 
of accepting him as then only Saviour We picached at other} aces in 


that village, thon proceeded to Mecanpoie about 5 mules from tht 
place 





Mrranvorr 


This Mecanpore is in the north-east of Secalbvh. There 1s an- 
other village of the same name on the read to Ropur Nane of our 
Chistian brethien reside at Mceanpore, out an onquirer, whose heart the 
Laid touched, recened us ve y kindly and we pitched ot tent neat hits 
house A Jatge number of vi agers came to sec us, and we spoke to 
them about the Laid Jesus Chust, who has abolished death and brough 
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he and immottality to light by the gospel We we e fully occupied 
fo. several houts, one batch of hearers going wy and another coming 
to hear and ask queshons on ichgious subjects, Ow newly formed 
fend and enyuiei: shewed us all hospitality and provided us with all 
necessary refieshments, and we ielned to ies, praising God for Iss 
goodness, in that im such an unexpected manner we had fouid one “ who 
was woithy” and who had supplied us with food, 50 that we cor dl see the 
yasdom of om blessed Lord’s myuncuion “ znd in the sume house re- 
main eating and drinking sach (aiings as they give > Luke x 7 

IIeie also the Lord helped us to be speci ly useful in healing the 
gick Some simple medicine which we took with us we wee able to 
uuhze, with the Lord’s blessing, m cming some cases of chrome fever 
(we woic informed of the cue a few days afte: we left the village) and 
the parents of a child, who was sufleting fiom a severe pain we ¢ 
very grateful to us for having afforded imme hate relief to t1¢ sufferng 
child by means of fomentation which we had to apply with our own 
hands, as the inmates of the house were ignorant of the proper process 
of fomentation I explained to the people that I was not a piofessional 
Doctor, that mdeed I had never studied medical science —but 1 use 
gome simple medicines (which I leant by experience and practice) with 

prayer in the name of the Lord Jesus Chust, the great Physician, who 
has said, “Iam the Toid that healeth thee’ The Loid commands [hs 
blessing upon the medicine we use and healing 1s effected. Gloiy be to 
His most holy name 

The people of this village also expressed an erger desie that we 
should exhibit the magic Iintern, and we complied with their request 
A lage number of people were astonished at, and instiucted by the 

relures and our explanations thercof, 

Several of our brethien who followed us fiom Gundowlee and other 
villages were with us here and one from Ifwecpore Budar, which 1s 
about three miles noth of the place, also came. ‘lo these b ethien we 
gave an cspecial addicss on the sacred obseavance of the Ioid’s-day. 





Rorur 


Yor some yous past Ropur has been taken up as a preaching 
staion by the Ameucan Picsbytenan Mission A Laindtstan brother 
named Mathias prcaches the gospel here bat he sadly complamed 
of many discoutgements Ile his been laboming faithtully record. 
ing to his ability, but without gaming a single convert, and hence 
ho fecls deeply depressed because he thinks |e labows in var vand spends 
his strength for nought We encotwaged him to persevere caving 
results im the hands of God for owt lebow 3g never in vain in the Lord. 

Biother Mathuas had no 100m to reecive us and could not well 
accommodate us , $0 we had to pitch our tent im the encamping ground, 
and passed the might comfortably, the gracious Lord manifesting [lis 
prosence to uy according to Il)» gracious promise, Next day bemg the 
Laid’s-day, we rested according to the commandment. We had saivice 
qn the tent, also in the house of brothe: Mathias. We visited the Sutlej 
Canal Works at Ropu, on the banks of the Suiley, biothe: Mathias 
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beng om compaiion We fed wiple work m preacliny Cli st amongst 
the workmen cmploycd on the woiks, 

None of om converts lnc im Ropw, though some lve tn villages 4 
few miles distait fiom it We therefore eft Ro) 1 on Monday with 
the intention of gomg to Khun, but on the wry one of our Christina. 
brethren nemed Jhoomkoo wo was by tized in the year 1879 came to 
ys and cordially mvited us to ,0 to his house in a small village named 
Chupke, and we compl ed wit his wishes, 


Cavern 


About 130 people (Tlind 05) hve m ins village — Brother Jhoom. 
koo and lus fami y aie the onl, Chistian ‘They extended to us the 
uitos of hospitality As soon as om lent was pitched in an opcn place 
neat his house, all the villages came to seo us ind we picached the 
gospel to them We iejoiccc to find that biother J ioomkao did not 
hide but diffused the name of Jesus amongt his heathen fellow-villagors 

This place 1s mfosted with thieves who piltr everything that 
comes in theit way, and twice dwing the mghlt we were sadly made 
aware of the unwclcome presence, but ot watchmen were vigilant and* 
so we missed nothing, all might, however, we had no rest Till near 
midnight we weie engaged in preaching and oxlibiting the magic 
lantein to a number of people gathered in the house of the chief man 
of the wilage, and afler ovr ictmn to the tent, we lay awake till the 
small hows of the moining, thinking of the work of the day, and afraid 
to close om eyes lest we should be robbed 





Kaurur, 


Next morning we left after bicakfast and artived at Khmur at 
5% M, and pitched om tent on tho cncamping giownd. One of our 
brethren named Garba, who 13sides at Khuiur came lo us and supphed 
us with ceitam things of wh ch wo stood im necd, Le remained with 
us the whole might, yomed us im service and ieecaved mstructions 
from us 

We had some business transactions at the Collector’s Court at 
Khu as alieady hinted Liother Piunda’s kind offer to give usa 
site for a place of worship was accepted by the brethren with giatitude, 
and he came with us to Khuru: in order to have lis decd of gift regis- 
terod, but as the atiangement ‘ell through in consequence of objections 
raised by the Tehsildar, we had no business at tho Cont, except to 
cash a curiency note. 

There is a temple at Kiurur dedicated to the goddess Kal; we 
saw a few woishippets at the shine and we preached the gospel to 
them as well as to the pnest We spoke to them on the sm of worshrp- 
ping idols and told them of the blessed Saviom of sinneis, who will 
Judge both the quick and the dead, whoreaf God has given assmance 
to all men, in that He has raised Tim fiom the dead.” 
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At the time of leaving Khmui we had special prayets for our 
brother Gattba, and encou iged him to be bold in confessing the Lod 
esus, and to bea witness for Lim also to attend the sevice cvery 
‘Loid s-day at Gundowlce which 13 about four nules fiom Khwar, 





GUNDOWLLE—SICOND VISI1 


We left Khum after bicakfast and icached Gundowlee in the 
evening aficr picaciing at soma of the mteimediate villages Some 
of these villageis invited us to stay with them but we were unable to 
comply with {hor wishes 

We stayed at Gundowlee for thice days and had futher opportun. 
ties of confirming the souls of the bicthicn As aheady slated, we were 
pmily occupicd in choosing a proper site for a place of worship, but 
we were fully engaged im speaking to @ gieat number of people; our 
hemeis came to us constantly, one batch leaving us and another batch 
coming in, 80 we held tcl gious conversation with them and read to 
them and expounded the Scitptmes to then The bicthien were 
edified, and unconveited men began to see the excellency of om most 
holy faith ; the impression made upon the minds of the people by the 
baptismal service held at this place was desp and wil, at 18 hoped, 
jnove lasting Oui stay wis notin vam We left our brother Jowun 
Singh to look aflo: the biethien and to instruct them 


MaAni-Mayra—srconn VIsii . 


On our way back to Kalka we came through Man-Majia again 
When we aiived the second time the Moonshce or teacher of the place 
whom wo saw on the ptevious occasion, gave us a coidial reception Ot 
the house wheie we were lodged before, so we had no occasion to 
pitch ow tent Tere we had an interesting p oof that the tacts which 
we distributed are good seed and contain tiuths fiom the word of Goda 
which being que cand powerful ane shaiper than any two-edged sword 
picices the maiow and isa discemer of the thoughts and intents of 
the heat Tho Moonshee mfoimed us that a TMincu young man, by" 
reading a tact which he purchased from us, has declared [indwusm a: 
false 1ehgion and Josus Chust tho only Saviour of simners—and that 
on heaing this, lis parents got a aimed and 1 sisted upon his thhowng 
away the act. Iasked the Moonshee if we could see that young man 
and know what tract it was that he read—~but the Moonshee answered 
that the young man would not be allowed to s2c us and probably many 
would not buy om books again We were glad for tho testumony 
thus afforded of the usefumess of vact-disiriuuon as a Missionary 
agency. We then asked the Moonshee if he had 1cad the tracts which’ 
we gave him--upon which a shont discussion (ook place respecting the 
necessity of accepting Jesus Chiist as a Saviour 

Al the 1equest of the Moonshee and several otheis who came to 
see us, we exhibiled the magic-lantern till mid ught to a lage number 
of interosted and intelligent spectators, chiefly Mahomedans, Ihe 
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shdes contuning the Old Testament pictures wore seen with mich 
eltenlion, bit when the sides showmg ti pteu sof tas ctuc fx109, 
banal, resmiection and tscansion of ont blessed sor were oxhibited, 
the Mahomec 21s remy ked tat Jesus was not cuciied, but dacen up 
into the fowt? rewen witieul testing of d ih, and that the Jows 
crucified one wio wis not Jisus, we exp ened thet if ou bleseed 
Loid had not been euenfed, ons ns coud vet have been atonad for 
Heo was ciue fied accord ng t9 the Sc ptr es and im Lim God is a 
just God anc yet a Savion In If n yjrstice and motcy aie mut tow 
gether, rghtcousness and peace have k ysed each ola ~ Christ rose 
agai fom the dead and 1s now sealed at the t ght hind of God 

The Moonshee had wimed ws that the vording of our tracts had 
produced areal commotion m the pace ‘nd that ait was fened tiat a 
second distubution of tacts would not be tolented Next moiming, 
however, we again distubutec om tracts and meached the gospel We 
sold also a few tracts and portions of Scrtptures 





KALKA, 


We left Mani Mara ant arnved al Kalkaia the evening Tee 
we again exhorted all Che biebien to continue steadfast in the faith, 
and exhorted out ag:nt Probhitdas to exert himse f to bing the school 
at Kalka mloa flowishing conditian aud to picach the gospel both 
in Kalka and the sutounding villages 
‘ Here we dismissed all ont attendants and came up to Simla by 
anga.

In conclusion we must cay that we have much cause to thank God 
and take courage ‘The objezts I had in view in undertaking this tour 
were fully accomplished 

T visited most of om bicthien and those who before were hiding then 
lamp under a bushel boldly cume forwaid as witnesses fot Chist Tn 
‘some cases Where the men have been baptized and received into the 
chuich, their wives aie oft] unconverted I cxiotted the bcheving 
husbands to speak to ther wbchoving wives of the love of Chiist 
I exhoited bel eving parents to teach then childtcen, o1 send them to 
our boarding school at Simla for instiuction, T invited some young 
biethren who can read to come foi a few months every year and jon 
the theological clays to be opcned for them at Simla 

I found that there was a laxity m iegard to Sabbath obsei vance 
amongol the biethren — Lie then heathen neignooms, ticy often went 
to them fields to work on toe Lord s-day now they have ieccived 
proper instiuction as to the sacicd obligation of keepiig the Loid’s- 
day as a day of spuitual improvement and cessation from all secular 
labour; and I tttst om biethion will meyer go to their fields to worl 
on the Lord’s-day as 
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The gospel has been fully declared im every place which was 
vistled and we have made the acquainlujce of may people, Tiridus, 
Mahomedans and Sikhs Some of whom may visit us at Simla as 
enquuers after the truth 

- ~ Kala with its 26 nerghboutung vil ages contammg a population of 
several tllousand people need the gospel and we haye made ww attempt 
to supply this necc , but as we are short of both men ind money we enticat 
the Lord’s people to help us. It is ow ernest desire tat we may be 
able to contmuc to carly on the work at Kalka May the Lord heip 
ug and carry on Ihs own work with power,
